With J anuary tha ideal month 
to 
l e t out fruit trees many ad­ 
ditions are being made to city lot 
planting s. 
Peaches 
picked 
from 
the trees with warm summer sun 
hav e a flav or all their own and 
the peach tree is a backy ard fa v ­ 
orite. 
The peach is not a short-liv ed 
tree in California. 
Many in the 
sta te are said to be 65 y ears old 
If peach trees are in a fav ors hie 
location, 
are 
not pruned improp­ 
erly making wounds 
which 
may 
penetrate and descend to the root, 
and hav e the correct soil condi 
tions, they will liv e many , many 
y ears. 
Edward J . W ickson in “ Califor 
nia 
Fruits 
and 
How to Grow 
Them,” av ailable a t the Sa nta Ana 
library , recommends planting y ear 
ling peach trees. 
‘‘When the tree is set 
out cut 
back to a sing le bud the laterals 
which 
are 
desired 
to 
form 
the 
head and remov e the others,” he 
sa y s. 
“ If there is a dormant bud 
on the stem where a branch is de­ 
sired and it is obstinate in not 
starting , a cross cut throug h the 
bark J ust abov e it may conecntrate 
pressure and force the bud out. 
‘‘The best peach soils are lig ht, 
deep loams rather dry tha n moist, 
and under all circum stances well 
drained. 
It 
will thriv e on 
land 
with a 
considerable 
mix ture 
of 
coarse sand or g rav el, prov ided it 
contains also needed elem ents of 
fertility . 
The rapid 
g rowth 
and 
heav y 
foliag e 
of the 
peach 
re­ 
quires abundant nutrition and it 
likes best fine sediment in which 
to g row." 
The tree should be planted in 
loose deep soil, well worked deep 
enoug h to receiv e the roots w ith­ 
out cramping them or folding them 
ov er. 
Howev er, if the soil is of 
close tex ture care m ust be taken 
to prov ide 
drainag e 
a s the 
soil 
will hold the water and the roots 
of the y oung tree will soak in the 
accumulated moisture, in time dy ­ 
ing from the treatment. 
In dig g ing 
the holt place the top soil on one 
side and the under lay er on a n ­ 
other. When planting the tree place 
the top soil around the roots and 
use the lower soil to fill up the 
hole. 
Manure should not be placed in 
the hole with the tree but should 
be spread around on the g round 
after planting . 
A few g allons of 
wa ter may be poured in the hole 
a fter the roots are spread out and 
the hole place the top soil on one 
the wa ter has 
soaked 
into 
the 
g round, fill the hole with fine earth 
without tamping it down. 
Deep 
planting is not recommended and 
the depth a t which the tree g rew 
in the nursery is considered a g ood 
one. 
An important point in peach cul 
ture, sa y s Wickson, is irrig ation. 
Enoug h water should be used early 
in the season for bearing trees to 
make wa tering unnecessary within 
three weeks of 
ripening 
of 
the 
fruit. 
Proper thinning will insure 
sise 
and 
proper 
irrig ation 
g ood 
quality .

Forest Prog ram 
Is Outlined 


A forestry p rogram outlined by 
p riv ate forestry exp erts is to be 
p resented to 
Congress follow ing 
action at a recent conference of 
the 
W estern 
F orestry and 
Con­ 
serv ation conference a t Portland, 
Oregon. 
E. W. Tinker, federal forest serv ­ 
ice rep resentativ e ia to p resent the 
bill which ia a fou r-p art p rogram 
and is as follows: 
1. A co-op erativ e sustained yield 
act to control cutting. 
2. Increase 
of the 
co-op erativ e 
fire 
control 
fund 
to 
enable 
the 
Federal G ov ernm ent to nay up to 
26 p er cent of the cost of fire p ro­ 
tection on p riv ate lands. 
3. A land acqp istion p rogram by 
federal and state gov ernm ents to 
aid sustained yield. 
4. A forest credit bill to enable 
financing lum ber Industries which 
need aid and will co-op erate w ith 
federal forest p ractice suggestions. 


P r u n in g S h ru b s 
Probably no gardening p rocess is 
so little understood or so m uch 
abused as th at of p runing. 
On 
ev ery hand we see shrubs which 
hav e been p runed not w isely but 
too well. 
And how ev er one m ay 
feel tow ard the old saying th a t it 
it is b etter to hav e lov ed and lost 
th an ne’er to hav e lov ed a t all, the 
sam e p rincip le m ost decidedly does 
not ap p ly to p runing. 
’T ’w ere fa r 
b etter not to p rune a t all th an to 
cut and hack your boor bush in the 
wrong p laces. 
"P rune 
heav ily” 
your 
garden 
book adv ises. 
"This shrub needs 
heav y p runing,” says your garden 
club sp eaker. 
And you go out in 
your garden determ ined to do your 
duty by your bushes, and 
afte r 
casting a 
desp airing and 
bew il­ 
dered 
eye 
up on 
th eir 
tangled 
branches, you get p anicky and fall 
up on them w ith the clip p ers, and, 
often indeed, sad 
is 
the 
result 
thereof. 
I sp eak 
feelingly, 
rem em bering 
w ith sham e the abelia whose g race­ 
ful shap e I ruined by p runing all 
the branches off a t th e top : the 
Bridal W reath which bloomed so 
scantily because I trim m ed it in 
the w inter tim e; the diosm a w hich 
I nearly killed by a fran tic cu ttin g 
of all its fine tw igs. 
So I say to 
you, D ear G ardeners, if you a ren ’t 
sure how to p rune your shrubs, 
leav e them p eacefully alone until 
you find out. 


H a st» N ot A d v isa d 
Then, again, one should not be 
too hasty in p runing. 
M ost shrubs 
should be left alone for tw o or 
three years to become well e sta b ­ 
lished before any cutting is done. 
H ow ev er, in our fav orable clim ate 
grow th is so luxurious th a t unless 
some re strain t is p ut up on a shrub 
it will com p letely outgrow its p osi­ 
tion. 
A wise p runing is therefore 
necessary to keep it w ithin bounds. 
The n atu ral grow ing hab it of the 
shrub should alw ays be resp ected, 
and p runing should not consist of 
cutting the branches back all ov er 
the p lant in the endeav or to keep 
It in the desired sp ace, but rath er 
the cutting out of old branches, 
allow ing the new er ones to follow 
th eir n atu ra l grow th, which in so 
m any shrubs giv es us the graceful 
arching which is one of the shrub's 
chief charm s. 
Fall or w inter, w hen they are 
m ost nearly dorm ant, is the tim e 
we p rune m ost shrubs. 
The im ­ 
p ortant excep tion being the sp ring 
flowering shrubs, which should be 
p runed 
im m ediately 
after 
they 
hav e bloomed. 
Take 
the 
Bridal 
W reath, for 
instance, 
and 
other 
sp ring bloom ing sp ireas: the for- 
sythia; th a t charm ing shrub, fab- 
rlana, w ith Its h eath-like foliage 
and lov ely little w hite bell-flow ara: 
and 
m any 
other 
shrubs 
which 
brighten our sp ring gardens. 
A fter 
they hav e bloomed — im m ediately 
afte r—cut the oldest branches hack 
to stubs 6 to 8 inches long. 
Erica 
m elanthera. which is now makJng 
a m ist of soft rosy m auv e in m any 
gardens, should also be p runed im ­ 
m ediately it has ceased flowering. 
C ut the branches back to below the 
flowering p art of the sp ike. 
New 
grow th which will follow such c u t­ 


ting will giv e you an abundance of 
bloom next sp ring. 


Best 
M ethod s 
This method, known as 
"th in ­ 
ning out,” Is the p runing best su it­ 
ed for m ost 
of 
our 
C alifornia 
shrubs. 
For instance, the coton- 
easters and p yrancanthas: cut out 
the old branches which hav e borne 
berries to w ithin 6 or 8 inches of 
th eir base. 
Bear this in mind, and 
cut branches in 
this 
w ay 
when 
using the 
berries 
for 
decoration. 
D uranta p lum eri, the "Golden Dew 
Drop ,” needs the sam e treatm ent. 
W ith the hydrangea, a fte r flower 
heads hav e dried, cut all 
stem s 
which hav e flowered hack to two 
buds. 
Veronicas, which get so u n ­ 
tidy, should hav e the 
old 
flower 
branches cut well down into the 
bush. 
The 
abelia, 
which 
should 
be 
p runed now, should not be trim m ed 
hack from the tip s, as I did mine, 
thereby p roducing a sort of feather- 
duster effect a t the ends of long 
bare branches, but should be p runed 
by the "thinning out” m ethod, the 
old canes, which are to come out 
being easily distinguished by their 
grayish color as contrasted with 
the warm brow n of new er growth. 
C ut these old canes to about 8 
inches of the ground. 
The 
buddleas 
require 
sev ere 
p runing to insure flne bloom. 
In 
your young buddlea select 3 or 4 
m ain stem s, and cut these to about 
three feet from the ground. 
Cut 
any other branches to short stubs, 
A v igorous new grow th will giv e 
you finer flowers. 
Of course, the 
bush will look bare for a short p er­ 
iod. 
An alte rn ate m ethod w ith the 
"Sum m er Lilac” is to thin out a 
little of th e old wood ev ery three 
m onths. 
By th is m eans the shrub 
m ay 
be* kep t 
alw ays green 
and 
blooming. 


Inatallm ant P lan 
The "Lion’s 
T ail” 
is 
another 
shrub which p rofits by this install­ 
m ent p lan p runing. 
E v ery 3 or 4 
m onths cut out some of the old­ 
est stem s which bear the dried seed 
recep tacles. 
Cut to a 6 or 7 inch 
stub. 
A butilon, the "Flow ering Map le," 
can be kep t fresh by thinning out a 
few of the old branches ev ery three 
m onths. 
Plum bago, which gets in 
such a snarl if left to Its own de­ 
v ices, can be kep t w ithin bounds 
by cutting out some of the old 
branches ev ery w inter. 
L antanas, 
also, m ay be kep t going by re ­ 
mov ing the oldest wood ev ery few 
month*. 
Older p lants which hav e 
been neglected m ay be trim m ed all 
ov er, back to the desired height. 
M any shrubs require p ractically 
no p runing. 
The cam ellia is one, 
needing nothing unless the rem ov al 
of any branch 
which 
sp oils 
the 
sym m etry of thes hrub. 
G ardenias 
need no m ore trim m ing than is 
giv en 
in 
the 
careful 
cutting 
of 
th eir blossom ing stem s.

cessfully conducted by M rs. V. C. 
Ship p ee, Orange, last year and one 
which she exp ects to continue th e 
p resent year. 
Mrs. Ship p ee treated ch rysan th e ­ 
mum cuttings w ith the chem ical in 
July, the p lants p roducing b e au ti­ 
ful and unusually large blooms early 
in the fall, at the sam e tim e c u t­ 
tings set out from tw o to three 
m onths earlier were in bloom. 
In giv ing a talk at a recent m eet­ 
ing of the O range W om an's ciub 
Garden section, Mrs. Ship p ee told 
of the use of the solution which 
sp eeds root grow th. 
O rdinary w a t­ 
er is added to the chem ical and the 
cuttings are allowed to soak in it. 


The tim e which tha cuttings &rs 
to rem ain in the w ater dep ends on 
tha n a tu re of the p lant, it was 
p ointed out, directions which come 
w ith the chem ical, a com m ercial 
p roduct, 
sp ecifying 
the 
p rop er 
length of tim e for im m ersion and 
giv e other direction» . 
F or both 
cuttings 
w ith

Ship p ee exp erim ented, 
slip s 
w ere soaked for 24 hour» before

UP FROM THE ASHES 


It is interesting to learn that dirigible 
sendee across the Atlantic soon will be in 
full swing again. The American Zeppelin 
Transport company announces that lighter- 
than-air shi ps, using American-produced 
helium, will re-establish passenger serv ice 
from Germany to the United States in May . 
The important thing hero is not whether 
lighter-than-air ocean flight is more effi­ 
cient, but the fact that aerial pioneers hav e 
the courage to rise up from a staggering 
disaster such as the Hindenburg crash and 
start all ov er again. 
We pause to wonder what would be the 
transportation situation in America today if 
the automobile had been discarded after the 
first few fatal crashes? What would the 
railroads be today if after a few wrecks in 
the early day s the idea had been abandoned. 
Would we be trav eling across the continent 
in less than 12 hours if we had quit fly ing 
after a few planes in the pioneer day s had 
crashed? 


CONGRESS CAN WORK .NOW 


With the Supreme Court fight out of the 
way , as it must be now with the retirement 
of Associate J ustice Sutherland, it is hoped 
the nation will get some of the things it 
needs. 
Liberals, of course, are shouting hozannas 
ov er the retirement of the conserv ativ e J us­ 
tice Sutherland, knowing that President 
Roosev elt now may appoint a justice whose 
v iews are more in line with the principles 
which he espouses. Presumably the Presi­ 
dent now will be content to let the court en­ 
largement plan go by the boards, and that 
will be a major relief to those who feared he 
might bring the matter before Congress 
again at this nex t session. 
Congress wasted almost all of its regular 
session last y ear in bickering and arguing 
ov er the court plan. Virtually ev ery piece of 
major legislation was stalemated or side­ 
tracked because members of the House and 
Senate were so intent on the court fight that 
they couldn’t take time to act on construc­ 
tiv e legislation. 
The country needs new tax legislation. It 
needs a Congress that will buckle down to 
the job of formulating a gov ernment labor 
policy which will ease this constant em- 
ploy er-employ e bickering and this inter­ 
necine labor warfare. It needs an intelligent 
approach to such matters as monopoly and 
anti-trust legislation, the armament and de­ 
fense situation, and foreign affairs. 


TWO KINDS OF MONOPOLIES? 


The gov ernment is preparing an aggres­ 
siv e legal driv e against companies which 
allegedly hav e conspired in restraint of trade 
v iolation of the anti-trust laws. The public 
supports gov ernment action in prev enting 
such abuses, but it may find it hard to recon­ 
cile the anti-monopoly driv e with certain 
other gov ernmental actions of recent y ears. 
For ex ample, a large number of states 
hav e passed so-called “ fair trade acts,” all 
of which are similar in wording and identical 
in purpose, and which permit manufacturers 
of trade-marked articles to arbitrarily fix 
the minimum prices at which they may be 
sold at retail. The Federal gov ernment has 
giv en its official blessing to these statutes, 
through the Miller-Ty dings Act. What could 
do more to v iolate the spirit of the anti­ 
trust laws, which were passed in the interest 
of free and honest competition, than this? 
Theoretically , it is perfectly possible for 
another manufacturer of a well-known com­ 
peting product to lower his prices and thus 
cut into the sale of the price-fix ed product. 
Realistically , it is considerably more likely 
that many manufacturers of similar products 
wul engage in “ gentlemen’s agreements” 
whereby prices are fix ed, and middleman and 
retailer may be forced to collect an ex ces­ 
siv e profit at the public’s ex pense. 
By ail means, let the gov ernment fight 
combinations in restraint of trade. But the 
role of gov ernment in this drama would be 
more ethical if it had not encouraged mon­ 
opoly by placing the protection of the law 
about price-fix ing.
